Despatches of the last two days and the Ger- 


man an'd Austrian notes telling of an'alleged de- 
sire of the Teutonic governments for peace are 
significant only 3n so far as they show that the 
political strings in Berlin are still pulled by the 
•Potsdam gang. 


The kaiser and his generals are simply stalling 


for sorely needed time. They seek an armstice as 
a respite during which to reorganize their shat- 
tered western front. The steady hammering of 
the allies'under Foch has brought that front to 
the breaking point. Time wiU save the German 
army from disaster. ^Nothing dsc will. 


Hence talk of cm armistice; hints of a readiness 


.. to' discuss President Wilson's peace conditions; 
start of the long-planned enemy peace drive. 


.But no armistice is necessary for an acceptable 


answer to the Ally terms. 
The German com- 


manders may communicate, under a flag of truce, 
with Field Marshal Foch. The latter's answer 
should be, and surely will be, unconditional sur- 
render of all forces on Ally soil. 


•So long as there remains on French, Belgian, 


Serbian or Italian soil a single Teutonic soldier 
under orders of his government there cannot in 
faithfulness to the cause of the Allies and civili- 
zation be a cessation of the fighting. The enemy 
cannot be admitted to a peace conference while 
his murderers and marauders stand within the 
countries they have ravaged. 


If" one word of the various statements of the 


Aliyrg'bvernments during the last four years, if one 
word of-the many inspiring utterances of Presi- 
dent Wilson, be true there can be no armistice 
until the German army has been driven behind 
the frontiers of Germany. 
••Many of the- vital conditions of President Wil- 
son's fourteen terms should be fulfilled before the 
fighting ceases.

include the evacuation of occupied 


French territory, the evacuation of Belgium, the 
evacuation of all Russian territory, the evacuation 
of Serbia, Rumania and Montenegro, the rectifi- 
cation of the Auslro-ItrUian frontier.

. A N ATTEMPT AT PROGRESS. - 


All citizens who are interested in the improve- 


ment of the system of public education will follow 
with keen attention the efforts being made in San 
Francisco to vote a change in the city and county 
charter regarding the composition of the'Board of 
Education and the method 
of selecting 
the 


superintendent of schools in that city. The pro- 
posed change would make the school board a non- 
salaried body of seven members^ appointed by the 
mayor. The superintendent would hold his posi- 
tion at the pleasure of this board, which would fix 
his salary. 


Under the present charter the school board 


members, appointed by the mayor, receive a salary 
ond the superintendent is elected by the voters for 
a four-year term. The superintendent of schools 
is thus a political office, and as in all cases where 
such a system of selection prevails, the school 
teachers are treasured as a political asset. A 
recent survey by the Federal Bureau of Educa- 
tion emphasized the fact that San 
Francisco 


public schools suffer by comparison with those of 
cities that have divorced their schools from 
politics. 


This survey recommended a change in the 


selection of the superintendent as an essential 
first step in the reform of the San 
Francisco 


schools. The campaign to carry the amendment 
is being actively supported by the Colle-iate 
Alumnae, the Public Education 
Society the 


Federation of Mothers' Clubs and the leadino- 
educators of the city. East bay cities, whfch are 
proud of their admirable schools and which have 
experienced the benefit of non-political adminis- 
tration, should watch with sympathetic interest 
the movement for a much-needed chan 
the bay.

Under the operation of the extended draft for the army, it will be impossible for the 


stores to give their customary service during the month of December. 
You are therefore 


urged to commence your holiday shopping at once, aiming to finish in November. 


Shop in tha mornings, wlicn possible, and distribute, tho drain on service resources. 
Carry small packages—return as little merchandise as possible—and remember the 


FOUR-DA Y LIMIT for its return. 


Avoid C. O. D. purchases if possible.

Bring all returnable goods ivith you and in good condition. 
All of the above things arc essential items—jtist as the saving of a slice of bread, or a 


'cube, of sugar—for the successful conduct of the war.

packages at an early date.
